Attack on Corporation Tax Provisions 
of Tariff Law. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
28.— The 
legal 
contest over the constitutionality of 
the corporation tax provisions of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act was renewed 
in the supreme court of the United 
i States when former Senator Joseph 
! B. Foraker of Cincinnati, O., filed a 
brief attacking the law. 
The brief follows closely one pre­ 
pared by him when the case was first

It is argued that the tax 
is laid neither on the corporation itself 
I and its franchise nor on the business 
of the corporation, but upon the entire 
net income.

Fire and Life Insurance Concerns Find 
South Dakota Good Field. 


Pierre, S 
D., Dec. 28.— The insur­ 
ance departm ent’s report shows that 
the people of the state paid in insur­ 
ance premiums in 1909, exclusive of 
the business of fraternal ami assess­ 
ment companies, the sum of $3,970.- 
325 77. 
The report gives a summary of the 
business of foreign fire \nd life com­ 
panies since the organization of state­ 
hood up to and including last year 
with the fire business: 
Risks written, 
$802,680,810.99; 
premiums 
received, 
$13,345,312.89. 
The losses Incurred in 
that time were $5,894,602.15; and the 
losses paid, $5,774,184.41. 
This is a 
total of $7,571,128.48 paid in excess of 
the amount returned on premiums for 
fires for that period. 
The foreign life companies for the 
same period wrote risks to the amount 
of 1189,776,523.84; on which they re­ 
ceived premiums to the amount of 
$14,229,642.04 and paid losses of $2,- 
892,262.40. 
The 1909 business of the foreign fire 
companies operating in the state went 
up to a higher point than for any for­ 
mer year with risks written of $110,- 
290,930.25, on which they received pre­ 
miums of $1,723,621.03, a balance of

According to leaders here the fight 
in the convention of 1912 is likely to 
arise between the extreme progressive 
wing and a more conservative but still 
progressive faction which shall stand 
for President Taft. 
It Is with this lat­ 
ter wing that Colonel Roosevelt Is ex­ 
pected to ally him self as against the 
extremists, of which Senators Cum­ 
mins of Iowa and La Follette of W is­ 
consin may be the leaders. 
It is point­ 
ed out here that the president un­ 
doubtedly has made overtures to the 
progressives since the congress ses­ 
sion began. 
W hen he went to Pana­ 
ma. Mr. Taft, according to friends, was 
quite despondent as to the chance of 
Republican success two years hence. 
On that trip his brother, C. P. T aft, 
brought him into a more optim istic 
fram e of mind. 
A t any rate. it is certain that imme­ 
diately upon his return to the United 
States the president held out the olive 
branch to the progressives. 
Senators 
Cummins, 
Borah 
and 
Bristow' 
and 
Representatives Norris, Murdock and 
others classed as progressives went to 
the W hite House as of old. 
They were 
consulted, not

with electricity generated by a gaso­ 
line engine on the place. 
Th** early pioneer way of living and 
the modern system are blended on one 
farm. 
A farmer Is still living In a soil 
house built a quarter of a century ago. 
II** is constructing a new and up to 
date bom** in which he has installed a 
gasoline engine with which to gener­ 
ate electricity for lighting. 
II** will 
not move out o f th** old s»k1 house until 
March because o f its warmth and com- I 
fort in winter, but he i* enjoying elec- j 
trie lights In that primitive dwelling. ! 
It is believed this is th** only instance , 
In which a soil house has been lighted 
by electricity. 
In the natural gas regions of south- i 
eastern Kansas the electric light is 
cheaper than gas.

The loss of th** large five masted, 
square rigged sailing ship Preussen off 
the coast of Dover, England, marks 
the doom of large sailing vessels, judg­ 
ing from comments iii shipping cir­ 
cles iii Germany. 
The owner of the 
wrecked Preussen. M. La lex, possesses 
several other very large sailing ships, 
but Ii** stands practically alone. 
The Germans and the Americans are 
now th** only nations which build sail­ 
ing vessels of the largest size. 
The 
Americans three years ago lost off the 
Seillics their biggest sailing ship, the 
seven musted schooner Thomas \Y. 
Lawson. 
The Americans still boost 
their Wyoming, a six masted schooner, 
which carries a mighty spread of fore 
and aft canvas. 
She is not a true 
schooner. 
The largest sailing ship in the world 
is the German five masted square 
rigger R. 
Rickmers, which at the 
very 
moment 
when 
the 
Preussen 
stranded was loading 8,000 tons of 
cargo in th** Tyne, In England, for San 
Francisco. 
But she has a steam en­ 
gine and a screw propeller as auxil­ 
iary power. 
The next largest sailing 
ship in th** world Is th** Na va hoe. built 
recently by Marland A- Wolff in Eng­ 
land for the Standard Oil company. 
She is of s .ihh) tons burden, but is in 
reality a leviathan towing barge. 
The 
Preussen 
of 5,051 
tons 
hnd 
made many voyages to the west coast 
of South America and went through 
the stormiest weather with exceptional 
speed and regularity.

journeys around the Horn, with her 
59.<hh) square feet of sails, she made 
many calls upon tin* pluck and endur­ 
ance of her crew.

"We ar** looking, however, for un Im­ 
provement now, for ostrich plumes are 
likely to be til** fashion next spring.”

When you see

other side of the room you say to her, 
“Arrive here.” 
And the child prompt­ 
ly "arrives.” 
In England when we speak of xvalk- 
ing xv** refer to* a certain use of the 
legs. 
But the Portuguese verb “to 
walk” has many more significations. 
In Portugal not only do the people 
walk, hut also the carts and cars walk, 
the trains walk, a balloon walks, and 
a 
boat 
walks. 
Stranger 
still, 
the 
hands of a clock walk round the face! 
A d o c k , by the way, never goes; it 
“works." 
Unless you are very intimate orrery 
rude you never say to your fair part­ 
ner at dinner, “Will you have some 
bread?" etc. 
You inquire, “Will your 
excellency have some bread?” or, “Will 
the lady have some bread?" the "lady" 
moaning not some other lady, but your 
fair partner herself. 
In spite of winter you are never cold 
In Portugal unless you are a corpse. 
You are “with” cold. 
In the same 
way you are occasionally "with" heat, 
"with” headache, “with" hunger or 
“with” thirst. 
When you have occa­ 
sion to discuss the weather you say, 
"It ‘makes’ cold." “It ‘makes’ fog." 
etc. 
On your way home from an en­ 
tertainment you tell your companion 
that It "makes” dark. 
If speaking of lier husband a wife 
says he is a “tame” man. She merely 
means that lie Is a man of peace ami 
justice. 
The word "house" means more than 
with us. Your buttons share your own 
privilege of living in a house. 
The 
buttonholes 
are 
called 
“houses 
of 
the buttons.” The squares on a chess­ 
board are also "houses.” 
You don't 
say, “I'm going to shave.” 
You say. 
“I’m going to ‘do’ the board.” 
Neither 
do you say on the way to the bar­ 
ber’s, "I’m going to get my hair cut," 
but you say, “I’m going to cut my 
hair." 
When you are in Portugal you have 
twenty fingers, but no toes. 
If you 
want 
to 
make 
a 
distinction 
you 
say 
“fingers 
of 
the 
hand” 
or 
“fingers 
of 
the 
foot." 
Instead 
of 
telling the servant to set the table 
you tel! her to “put" it. 
When you 
go to the theater you “assist." 
You 
don’t mean by that that you “come 
on” nor even Hint you do a little scene 
shifting. You mean that you are thoro 
Residents in flats who meditate tak­ 
ing a holiday in Portugal xviii be re­ 
lieved to hear that no one plays the 
piano there. 
They merely "touch” it. 
Neither do they 
ring bells. 
They 
“touch” them also. 
But they “play” 
stones, 
moaning 
that 
they 
throw 
them, and a ship at sea “plays” when 
it pitches and tosses. 
Be careful how you tell your land 
lady that you intend to dine out or 
she may think, with a shrug of th** 
shoulders, 
that 
you 
intend 
dining 
“outside”—!, e., in the garden. 
In an­ 
swer to the kind inquiries of your 
friends don’t say that you are xvell; 
say that you are “good.” 
Be careful 
in your use of xvords. 
Some xvords 
similar in form are xvklely different in 
meaning, as an American missionary 
once 
discovered 
to 
his 
cost 
xvhen 
preaching in Brazil, once a Portuguese 
colony.
